A Quiet Interlude 
Prior to Goodwood 


LONDON 

We have a relatively quiet period be- 
tween Ascot and Goodwood. There is no 
lack of racing, but with few exceptions it 
does not reach a high level. Time was 
when Newcastle’s three-day holiday meet- 
ing aroused more interest, but today it is 
mainly of the local variety. The whole of 
Tyneside has a week’s holiday, and they 
journey in their thousands to Gosforth 
Park. which is about five miles from the 
centre of Newcastle. 

They display much enthusiasm, particu- 
larly over the Northumberland Plate, 
which they prefer to call the Pitmen’s 
Derby. Yorkshire stables strive hard to 
win this coveted prize, but this year they 
failed to supply one in the first three. It 
was still as fine a thrill as one could wish 
for, and as the three top-weights flashed 
past the post they were almost in line. 
There is not yet any camera at Gosforth 
Park, so it was left to the judge to decide 
that Pappatea had won by a short head 
fom Billet. with Urgay another head 
away. 

The decision was considerably can- 
yvassed. Sam Wragg, the rider of Billet, 
assured me if he had not won on Billet 
then he had never won a race. That will 
be altered when we get the camera on all 
courses, as will be the case in due time. 
We are still suffering from the after-ef- 
fects of the war. Government permits 
have to be obtained before any building 
work is permissible. That will be over- 
come eventually, and it is the intention of 
the Jockey Club that every race course 
under their jurisdiction shall have a photo 
finish. 

Pappatea has not a particularly distin- 
guished pedigree. He is by Pappageno 
dnd out of Avatea. who is by Wildfire, sec- 
od dam Maid Thorn, by Beresford out of 
Rustling Belle, by Russley. It is rather 
an obscure line on the maternal side, but 
Pappatea is a very honest horse with a 
good measure of stamina. He spent his 
early days in Ireland and was bought by 
a1 Edinburgh chartered accountant who 
vent him to Dunbar to be trained by young 
George Boyd.

Urgay is 
a French importation and he and Billet 
ran true to their form in the Ascot Stakes. 


GOOD FILLY. Perhaps the best 2-year- 
old seen out at the meeting was the filly. 
Ballisland. who has now won three races 
without meeting defeat. She would have 
delighted the late Lord Fitzwilliam, whose 
life was so tragically cut short in an aero- 
plane accident. Ballisland is a very fast 
filly, but so far she has not been up 
against the top notchers. We shall know 
more about her true status when she meets 
something of her own class. 

I shall leave Newcastle with the remark 
that High Stakes registered his twelfth 
victory in succession. Lord Astor’s geld- 
ing is a model of consistency and _ if 
only he had not been added to the list of 
geldings he would have been in much de- 
mand as a stallion. He is beautifully bred, 
being by Hyperion out of Pennycomequick, 
a family which must be well known all 
over the world. The dam won the Oaks 
by eight lengths and bred Adept, Book- 


seller, Pound Foolish, *Penicuik 2nd, 
Quick Ray, and Golden Penny, in addition 
to High Stakes. Incidentally. Bookseller 
had pronounced horns on the forehead. 
The only other prominent horse so adorned 
that I know of is the unbeaten French 
champion Pharis, winner of the French 
Derby and Grand Prix de Paris. 


SLOW GAIT. Sandown usually pro- 
vides good racing, but there was little out 
of the ordinary at the June fixture. It 
will be different at the next meeting, when 
the valuable Eclipse Stakes will be de- 
cided. 

The biggest upset was when the Royal 
Hunt Cup winner, Master Vote, failed to 
carry the ten-pound penalty in a handicap. 
It was one of those snap results we so 
often get in England by the failure of the 
jockeys to set a reasonable pace. They 
had only to cover a mile, but set off as if 
they had all day to do it. Australian Tom 
Burn jumped the field and the others al- 
lowed him to get an advantage of eight 
lengths before they woke up. Then it 
was too late. Master Vote made a tre- 
mendous effort but went under by a short 
head to the enterprising jockeyship of 
Burn on the French 7-year-old Patchouly. 

Gordon Richards could not ride at As- 
cot after his fall at Brighton. He resumed 
at Chepstow and kicked off with a winner. 
Since then the little man has revealed all 


his old skill and confidence and is an as- 
sured winner of the jockeys’ champion- 
ship once more. 

A lot of racing took place on the New- 
market summer course during the war, 
but now we are back to normal. Only two 
meetings a year are held there. The First 
July fixture of four days was not particu- 
larly inspiring. A smart 2-year-old may 
have been introduced on the first day in 
Luminary. This good looking colt beat, 
a big field in effortless fashion and left 
the impression he will take on much better 
class with some hope of success. He is 
a handsome chestnut colt by Fair Trial out 
of Luciebella, who was bred in France by 
that good judge Clement Hobson. She is 
by the 2,000 Guineas winner, Rodosto out 
of Lula, by Captain Cuttle out of Lady 
Phoebe, by Orby. Lady Phoebe bred a 
good horse in Apple Sammy, as well as 
Pamplona, Pegasus, Fearsome, and As- 
tronomer. It is a good winning line, but 
the Fair Trials do not stay beyond a mile. 


JULY WINNER. The Nearco colt Nim- 
bus confirmed Ascot form when overcom- 
ing considerable difficulties to win the old 
established July Stakes. He was inter- 
fered with at the start and never seemed 
to be properly balanced until half a mile 
had been covered. By that time he found

As One Anglophile to Another, Mr. Sharpe- 


(6 OUR editorial (June 26) on England’s General 

Stud Book was terrific,” Harry Sharpe wrote us 
from California. “Phen he took out a pin and made a pass 
at our balloon, 

“Do please give your readers an explanation for the ap- 
parent: urge of American bloodstock breeders to list’ their 
horses in its discredited pages, and, incidentally, why lead- 
ing American breeders have recently invested $500,000 in 
*Alibhai, following an equal disbursement in acquiring 
*Blenheim 2nd, *Mahmoud, and the late lamented *Beau 
Pere.” 

Let us see if we can answer Mr. Sharpe’s question, 

It seems safe enough to assume that *Alibhai, *Blen- 
heim 2nd, *Mahmoud, and *Beau Pere were sold at high 
prices because they had indicated high merit. “Vhat is the 
usual reason for such things. A good horse is a good horse, 
and a good horseman has enough judgment to recognize 
the fact without inspecting more than four or five of the 
65,534 ancestors back to the fifteenth generation. 

That these good horses are from English origins ts in 
keeping with a long tradition——a tradition which we have 
no wish to see disturbed. “That they are also of Irish, 
French, and American ancestry is also in keeping with a 
long tradition. 

If it appears that we have been saying that British horses 
are no good, the record needs to be put straight. England 
and Ireland, taken as a unit, have always dominated the 
Thoroughbred pedigrees of the world. We would be dis- 
tressed to see them lose their position of supremacy. We do 
not predict that they will lose it. 

It would be as unrealistic to condemn a horse because 
he was bred in England as to praise him because he came 
fom France, Italy, Argentina, Chile, New South Wales, 
or Lower Slobbovia. 

By the same token, it would be as unrealistic to praise a 
horse because he was bred in England as to condemn him 
because he came from some other country. 

In other words, a horse should be appraised on his merits. 
Whether he was foaled on this side or that side of a certain 


imaginary line called a national boundary has very little to 
do with the matter, except in the minds of those who can- 
Not separate patriotism from genetics. 

Having even less to do with the matter is the appearance 
in the remote reaches of a pedigree of some ancestor whose 
name failed, for one reason or another, to be recorded in 
the carly volumes of a tentative and incomplete stud book. 

However, it is obvious that England’s stud book is Eng- 
land’s business, and that England’s standards of sportsman- 
ship are much too high for us to assume that her stud book 
policies are owing to any lack of sportsmanship. We accept 
the “Jersey Act” as evidence of a genuine conviction in 
England that two centuries of competition are not enough 
to overweigh the absence of the record of one ancestor 
among a million, We cannot comprehend the reasoning, 
but we respect the reasoner—and his horses. 

Our remarks on the subject of the Jersey Act are no 
longer addressed to England, but to the stud book authori- 
ties of the rest of the world. We hope they will eventually 
realize that English policy should not be world policy. 

It is especially important that the stud books of France 
and North and South America should leave off their en- 
forcement of the English exclusion rule against one another. 
All these stud books have been discredited, each with the 
others, because they follow the English rule of final refer- 
ence to the General Stud Book, which, incidentally, is shot 
through with the same strains it condemns in others. 

Now, if anyone wishes to defend the Jersey Act 
against the attacks of “THE BLoop-Horsg, we suggest that 
he does not need to remind us that good English horses are 
good horses. We are making no attacks in that direction. 
When we make reference to the triumphs of horses from 
Irance, for instance, it is to demonstrate the unwisdom of 
a belief that a missing ancestor in an eighteenth century 
pedigree has anything consequential to do with performance 
in the middle of the twentieth century, 


Ten generations of recorded ancestry in any stud book 
should be enough certification for any other stud book. 
After that we can afford to let the horse speak for himself.

Since Polynesian has completed his first

member. delighted and worried his trainer. 
Morris Dixon. in about equal proportion. 

In his 2-year-old season he worked more 
or less readily. though he took time out 
to have something wrong with him in the 
summer. but as he grew more experienced 
he saw less and less use in working.

Well. once Dixon outsmarted him. He 
put a boy up in silks. and sent two horses 
out with Polynesian. both bearing riders 
in colors. Polynesian thought he was in a 
horse race. and he went a mile at Belmont 
in 1:38. much the best he ever turned in 
at the distance. But once was all. Dixon 
tried it again. and Polynesian came 
around the upper turn at Belmont and 
took a look at the empty grandstand and 
the big deserted terrace. School was out 
for the day as far as Polynesian was con-

cerned. 

“I guess he knew what was good for 
him.” Dixon remarked. “If he’d worked 
fast. with all the speed he had. he mightn’t 
have lasted as long.”

Feonomics and Yearling Prices: 


Will Horses Climb the Spiral? 


Now is the time when all good horse- 
men come to conclusions about the 
strength or weakness of the prospective 
yearling markets. Much glib talk is heard 
shout the market being up 15 per cent pr 
down 10. Like any other business man 
vwicing his predictions of economic condi- 
tions. the horseman is stating his opinions 
ys based upon what he has seen and heard 
or to a large extent upon that unexplain- 
able “feeling” he has gained from long 
years of experience. 

Despite the fact that he cannot put his 
finger upon any specific elements behind 
his forecast and outline his reasons in 
precise and scientific fashion. the man of 
experience is probably more often right 
than wrong in his diagnosis. Nevertheless, 
there are certain very definite factors con- 
tributing to the strength of any market 
and an analysis of these cannot but prove 
useful to anyone concerned with sizing 
up the probabilities. 

Just for the record it might be well to 
examine the yearling market in the light 
of some of these fundamental economic 
principles. 

Basically there are three factors that de- 
termine the price of any product offered 
for sale: the demand for the product. the 
supply offered, and the general level of 
prices, or conversely the current value of 
money. Under the heading of supply we 
must also consider that most elusive ele- 
ment of quality. For in a relatively nar- 
row market such as prevails for Thorough- 
bred horses. quality is of extreme impor- 
tance and must be given special consider- 
ation. 


PRICE LEVEL. In attempting to an- 
alyze the market for Thoroughbred year- 
lings, the price level can be taken as given. 

This does not mean that the price of 
yearlings is determined independently of 
all other prices, but that the general price 
level is, as it were, the medium in which 
luctuates the particular price with which 
we are concerned. 

For a rough analogy the yearling mar- 
ket might be imagined as a gold fish in a 
bowl that is placed at one time on a low 
lable, then on a higher pedestal and finally 
ontop of the bookease. The fish swims up 
and down within the limits of the bowl. 
representing the swings in the market it- 
«lf, What his absolute altitude will be 
determined by the height of the object 
‘upporting the bowl, in our case, the gen- 
tral price level. 

The yearlings are but an_ infinitesimal

Charles R. Koch. a member of THE

part of all the goods and services being 
exchanged in the market place and they 
cannot affect the general level of prices 
to any appreciable extent. 

That the price level is high. the value 
of money low, needs no proof. Further- 


more, the indications are that high prices 
will continue throughout the period of the 
yearling sales and for a long time there- 
after. 


There is no reason to gape in amaze- 
ment at the high prices. The simple fact 
is that every human needs (we won't use 
the term demands here) the necessities of 
life. After he has acquired the necessi- 
ties. he after the luxuries. Now, 
needing and acquiring are two different 
things—this is where we bring into use’ 
that handy little tool demand. For to the 
economist demand means effective demand, 
the need for a commodity plus the where- 
withal, the purchasing power, to satisfy 
that need. 


eS 


For example. back in the early and mid- 
dle “thirties, the need for goods was just 
as acute as it is now, but there was no de- 


mand because purchasing power was 
tight. Therefore prices were low. There 


were years of drought on top of New Deal 
crop. restrictions, causing short supplies 
of grains. Yet prices remained far below 
those of the past few years, during which 
American farmers have broken all pre- 
vious production records. 


THEY'LL STAY HIGH. So prices are 
high now because purchasing power is 
high and both phenomena are the direct 
result of the war. To say that wars cost 
money is superficial. A war costs human 
life and effort on the one hand; goods and 
material resources on the other. 

We have used our resources to fight a 
war while at the same time increasing our 
money supply. Thus, throughout the 
economy, supply is out of balance with de- 
mand and the result is general inflation. 

This condition cannot be rectified unless 
production is increased or the money sup- 
ply is reduced, or both. And the possi- 
bility of either of these conditions being 


fulfilled appears very remote. Federal 
Reserve statistics for April (these are the 
latest available figures) indus- 


trial production to be running 187 per 
cent above the 1935-39 average. with 58

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The Yearling Sales: Miscellaneous Notes 


CHARLES NUCKOLS AND SONS. Ev- 
ery time My Request. Miss Request, Car- 
elyn A.. or one of the other hard-running 
Whitaker horses takes the track from its 
rivals. the victory is shared at Hurstland 
Farm. near Midway. Ky. There Charles 
Nuckols and his three sons have been 
raising Thoroughbreds for Ben F. Whit- 
aker for nearly a decade, with results that 
are quite evidently satisfactory. 

The same techniques for growing win- 
ners, with the modifications necessary in 
the case of sales yearlings. have been 
used with the 11 yearlings consigned by 
the Nuckols family to the Keeneland sales. 

The mathematics of sex worked out in 
favor of fillies at Hurstland in 1947, with 
the result that the consignment includes 
seven females to four males. The colt 
group is made up of two by Littletown, 
the home-bred sire which raced so suc- 
cessfully at two, and one each by Roman 
and *Hypnotist 2nd. 

The Nuckolses are in agreement as to 
the best of the colts: they like the one by 
Littletown from Smartest Yet. He is a 
blocky. compact individual with a square 
walk, good cannons, first-class muscling, 
intelligent head. Charles Nuckols, Sr., 
says “He’s the best on the farm. Quick 
as a cat.” Charles Nuckols, Jr... agrees 
with his father, adds that he thinks the 
colt will give a lot of service. 

The Littletown colt from Brandon Rose, 
dam of the Acorn Stakes winner Zaca 
Rosa. has a keen bearing, substantial 
bone, the compactness that goes with quick 
speed. The *Hypnotist 2nd colt from 
Cousin Doll, dam of seven winners, is a 
package of explosive energy, trim and 
athletic. The Roman colt from Donna 
Jo has smooth balance. good, flat knees, 
considerable animation. 

There is a division of opinion as_ to 
which of the fillies will bring the top 
price. Alfred Nuckols likes the one by 
Questionnaire—Phara O’Mar. She is a 
well grown individual with a short back. 
toag underline, deep girth, ample muscle 
(especially behind), and a smart, pre- 
cocious bearing. Choice of Charles Nuck- 
ols. Jr.. is the half sister, by Devil Diver, 
to Littletown. She has thin withers, good 
knees, straight hind legs, solid and well 
distributed muscle. and should wear well. 

Of two fillies by Littletown, the one 
from Struggles is particularly well con- 
structed behind; the one out of Odd or 
Even has a deep girth, animated bearing. 
and a well placed shoulder. The others 
are Reaping Reward—Betty  Carlaris 
(clever head. roomy barrel. straight walk). 
Jacomar—Daring Lady (sharp withers,

CALUMET FARM. Warren Wright's 
Lexington nursery, which now ranks No. 
1 in America, usually has sold a few of 
its yearlings each season.

Two Whirlaway fillies are offered. The 
long, lowset daughter of Thine appears ty 
be among the best prospects. She is clean, 
quick, substantial, with good quality, and 
a nice walk. The other Whirlaway filly is 
from Lark Flower, by Blue Larkspur— 
representing what has become one of Cal. 
umet’s favorite crosses.

Hit-and-Run by Max Hirsch; 
Noble Impulse Sets a Record 


At Arlington Park. horsemen keep a 
wary eye for Calumet Farm entries in 
stakes races. From that quarter the stout- 
est and most regular competition sallies 
forth. But while watching the Calumet 
front. they also need to keep their flanks 
guarded. Especially against Max Hirsch. 

In 1947 the canny Texan shipped Bridal 
Flower from New York to Chicago for a 
second in the Arlington Handicap. and 
scored smashing wins in the Arlington 
Matron Stakes and the Arlington Classic 
with But Why Not. 

This year he made an earlier foray than 
usual. His objective was the Arlington 
Lassie Stakes of July 10. His representa- 
tive was Edward Lasker's 2-year-old filly 
Pail of Water. 

The victory netted $40.350 and the sat- 
isfaction that comes to a master when one 
of his pupils scores an outstanding suc- 
cess. At the Saratoga sales last year there 
were consigned some yearlings from the 
estate of William H. La Boyteaux. One 
of them was a bay filly by Jack High out 
of the stakes-winning Up The Hill. by 
*Jacopo. Horsemen didn’t warm to her 
because her dam liked longer distances 
(some described her as a “plodder™). so 
Max flirsch bought her for Mr. Lasker 
for $6.000. about $800 above the filly aver- 
age at Saratoga but a long way below the 
top of $44,000. 

She had won two of her three previous 
starts before tackling the Lassie field. in- 
cluding a second to Eternal Flag in the 
Astoria Stakes. In the Lassie she took the 
lead from Seely going into the stretch. 
held Alsab’s Day safe by 115 lengths. 
Stole was third. Pail of Water’s earnings 
went to $49.950. Max Hirsch went to 
Kentucky to look for some more yearling 
bargains. 


CITATION vs. ELDERS. Warren 
Wright’s Calumet Farm passed up the Las- 
sie. but was much in evidence in the mile- 
and-an-eighth Stars and Stripes Handicap 
of July 5. The stable sent out Citation, its 
3-year-old slasher, against some of the 
best handicap horses at the track, includ- 
ing his stablemate Fervent. The son of 
Bull Lea won by two lengths in 1:4915. 
This equaled Armed’s track record, set in 
the same race last year. Citation (119) 
gave Eternal Reward. the second horse. 
13 pounds by scale. Pellicle. the third 
horse, got 20. 

After the race there was a_ tendency 
among some horsemen and other observers 
to consider the Citation saga a bit tar- 
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nished. The colt was under a drive to win. 
and felt the sting of Arcaro’s whip more 
than he ever had before. Yes. he had 
given weight to older horses. and his near- 
est rival, the tough Eternal Reward. was 
beaten by two lengths. But it took stren- 
uous measures by his rider to land him on 
the head end. Maybe he wasn’t a super- 
horse after all. 

As effectually as sentiment of that sort 
can be offset by more favorable opinion 
(it will take the actual test of racing to 
settle the point). Eddie Arcaro undertook 
to do it: “I didn’t say it after the Ken- 
tucky Derby. but Il say it now—this is 
the greatest horse I’ve 
far; 

While admitting that he had given the 
colt a hard ride, Arcaro had an explan- 
ation: When he was ready to make his 
move. coming out of the backstretch. 
Knockdown. Loujac. and *Colosal were 
ahead. spread out enough to cause him to 
take Citation wider than he wished to. 
“Right there.” he remarked. “we lost the 
chance to set a track record.” 


WITH CITATION AWAY—. While 
Citation was hammering the field at Chi- 
cago. My Request was toying with the 
Dwyer Stakes at Aqueduct. Under Ted 
Atkinson’s riding (Eddie Arearo was at 
Chicago on Citation). the Whitaker colt 
won by 215 lengths over Better Self. with 
Loser Weeper third. Time for the 114 
miles was 2:02. It was My Request’s fifth 
stakes win of the year. and for all the New 
York 3-year-olds apparently can do about 
it. he will win some more. 


RECRUIT. It has been a while since 
Crispin Oglebay has had a runner as good 
as his Ocean Blue (Rennert Handicap. 
Survivor Stakes. Sagamore Stakes) or 
Boy Knight (Wakefield. United States Ho- 
tel. Swift Stakes. Wilmington Handicap). 
But this year he may have their successor. 

Present examplar of the Oglebay tradi- 
tion of having just a few horses. but good 
ones, is Noble Impulse. half brother by 
*Bull Dog to the capable Colonel O'F. (by 
Teddy’s Comet). In winning the Eastern 
Shore Stakes at Havre de Grace last Sat- 
urday. Noble Impulse ran the best race 
of his career, set a new track record of 
1:04°5 for 51 furlongs. His previous ac- 
complishments led to his carrying top 
weight of 122. from four to eight pounds 
more than the others.

Black Tarquin 


On page 208 of this issue is Franco 
Varola’s report that the Italian champion 
Tenerani had been shipped to England for 
the Queen Elizabeth Stakes on July 10 at 
Ascot and the Goodwood Cup on July 29. 
The result of the Queen Elizabeth was not 
available until after the page had gone to 
press. 


Tenerani was the winner. in a spectac- 
ular stretch duel with William Wood- 
ward’s American-bred 3-year-old Black 
Tarquin (*Rhodes Scholar—Vagrancy). 
Favorite at 2 to 1 despite the doubts as to 
whether he was in his best condition, the 
Italian 4-year-old took the lead as they 
went into the last quarter-mile of the 114- 
mile race. Then, 300 yards from home. 
Edgar Britt drove Black Tarquin. the 9-4 
second choice, past him. 


Enrico Camici got Tenerani to the lead 
again and held his advantage to the finish 
line, winning by a neck. Mrs. Alex John- 
stone’s Auralia was third. The race was 
worth more than $26.000 to the winner. 

Tenerani, bred, owned, and trained by 
Italy's octogenarian wonder Federico 
Tesio, is by Bellini out of Tofanella. by 
Apelle; both his parents were winners of 
the international Brown Ribbon of Ger- 
many. 


Carr Piatt’s Crestwood Farm, Lexington. Like 
his brothers, Occupy and Occupation, he was bred 
by Mr. Piatt and John Marsch (although only the 
latter’s name appears on the official record for 
Occupy), and was acquired privately by Mr. 
Marsch. In 1946, at two, he won the Joliet Stakes. 

He is the sixth stakes winner of the year for 
his sire, *Bull Dog. The others are Johns Joy. 
Mystery Lady, Noble Impulse, Miss Mommy, and 
Whiffenpoof (dead heat). The Domino Handicap 
was Preoccupy’s first stakes of 1948.

Jack Baker Dies 
At Lexington 


Auval Baker, who was among the more 
prominent Kentucky trainers from the late 
1890’s to the early 1930's, died Thursday 
morning. July 8, at his home in Lexington. 
He retired from active participation in the 
sport some years ago and had been ill for 
about a year. He was 77 years old. 

Jack Baker, as he was always known, 
was a younger brother of the late Col. 
R. L. Baker, who died in 1936 at the age 
of 71. It was for Colonel Baker and his 
partner Smith Gentry that he began his 
training career, under the direction of 
Buck Franklin, the stable trainer. He 
broke Lieut. Gibson and trained him un- 
til a few weeks before his victory in the 
1900 Kentucky Derby under the Baker 
and Gentry colors. 


He usually trained a stable in which the 
horses of several owners were included, 
and through the years developed many 
good horses, including King Gorin, John 
Gund, Pif, Jr. (an excellent stayer, named 
for the way his grand-nephew Smith 
Baker, Jr., pronounced his name), Cur- 
rent, Kakapo, Wisdom, Wood Lore, Per- 
cussion, and Wise Counsellor. Several of 
the best he trained were owned by Robert 
Sterling Clark. 


Wise Counsellor was probably the best 
of the horses he handled. He took over 
this rags-to-riches hero as a_ yearling, 
trained him through his brilliant 2-year- 
season, and then recommended his sale, 
for $66,000. 


One of the favorite horses trained by 
Mr. Baker was the filly Kakapo, a daugh- 
ter of Macaw—Whisk By, by Whisk 
Broom 2nd. She was owned by Robert 
Sterling Clark, and received her early 
training at the Kentucky Association track 
at Lexington. Mr. Baker was impressed 
by her even before she had been named. 
He sent her out to win five races, including 
the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes and the 
Fort Thomas Handicap. 


Jack Baker, efficient, quiet, pleasant, 
and kindly, was one of the most beloved 
of the old school of horsemen who have 
stood aside in recent years. Though he 
never exploited his wisdom commercially, 
he was himself a wise counsellor for many 
a younger owner and trainer. 


Mr: Baker was born in Fayette County, 
Kentucky, lived there all his life. He was 
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Jack BAKER 


married in 1900 to Miss Mary McLaugh- 
lin. A son, Jack Baker; a grandson, Earl 
Baker Williams; and two sisters, Mrs. 
Alma Whitlow and Mrs. Anna Beale, sur- 
vive him. The younger Jack Baker is a 
member of the staff in the Department 
of Psychology at the University of Ken- 
tucky.

John J. Flanigan 


John Joseph Flanigan, 72, retired 
trainer, died at his home in Louisville, 
June 5, after a heart attack.

During his long career on the race track 
he trained horses for Polk Laffoon, James 
Butler, and Valdina Farms.

William M. Mikel 


William M. Mikel, 87, reputed to be one 
of the oldest active trainers on the Amer. 
ican Turf, died at Louisville, Ky., on May 
10. A native of Downs, IIl., he had little 
to do with racing for the first 32 years of 
his life. Then he paid a visit to the old 
Washington Park track at Chicago on the 
day of the American Derby in 1893 to see 
“Snapper” Garrison win with Boundless, 
For the next 55 years he was a part of 
the sport. 

In the early days of his career Mikel 
owned and trained such good campaigners 
as Joe Goodman, Jack Wit, and Electric. 
More recently he has had in training a 
group of home-breds from his farm at 
Carlock, Ill. Several of those now in the 
stable are by the stallion Hypocrite, by 
*Wrack—Pretense, by *Snob 2nd, which 
he purchased in 1944 from Coward and 
Du Puy. Hypostyle, a son of Hypocrite. 
won for Mikel at the recent Churchill 
Downs meeting. 

Of recent years most of the training 
duties of the stable were handled by 
Mikel’s son, John D. Mikel, while the 
father devoted more of his time to actiy- 
ities at the farm. 

Besides his son, Mikel is survived by a 
daughter, Mrs. E. Drillon, who races 4 
stable of horses in California with her 
husband, two grandchildren, three great- 
grandchildren and four great-great-grand- 
children.

War. Mr. Davis has been told by many 
visitors that he is “crazy” for selling this 
filly. just as others have told him he is 
crazy for selling the sister to Eternal War. 
But a man can't stay in the business of 
selling horses unless he sells horses. and 
the Blue Larkspur filly will duly appear 
in the sales ring.

Apuvo Beats the Derby Winner; 


Tresiete Dies in the Argentine 


Rio pE JANEIRO 


Readers of THe BLoop-Horse probably 
have sensed, from previous articles on 
South American racing. that this writer 
had a strong suspicion about Hamdam’s 
stamina for the Brazilian St. Leger. The 
brilliant son of Seventh Wonder was the 
champion of his generation and had won 
the Brazilian Derby in a very smart man- 
ner, but doubt hung in the air. His sire 
Seventh Wonder was a_ middle-distance 
performer by Pharos, and none of his sons 
and daughters had shown up to date the 
ability of true stayers. 

The Brazilian St. Leger (whose official 
name is Grande Premio Distrito Federal) 
was offered at the Gavea course on June 
27. The race is traditionally run over 
3.000 meters (about 1% miles). and is 
the third leg of the Brazilian Triple 
Crown. Hamdam had won the first two 
legs: the Outono (Two Thousand Guin- 
eas) of one mile, the Cruzeiro do Sul 
(Derby) of a mile and a half. 

However. in the Derby there was a horse 
which was left at the start but still finished 
fifth in the field of 15. He was Apuvo. 
regarded the second-best (after Hamdam) 
juvenile of 1947. He had not run for the 
Two Thousand Guineas counterpart. Later. 
in the Alexander de Tunis Handicap. over 
the same distance as the Derby. he gave 
weight to the winner Clarao and the sec- 
ond horse Indico, and finished third. 
beaten only two heads. But he was the 
fastest horse at the finish. It was his last 
trial for the St. Leger. and Hamdam 
wasn't then in the field. 

Clarao was withdrawn from the St. 
Leger field because of an injury. A field 
of nine was presented. The odds-on favor- 
ite was Jose Buarque de Macedo’s entry 
of the Derby winner Hamdam and _ the 
Oaks winner Hellen. Meanwhile. Silvio 
Penteado’s Apuvo was 4 to 1. Also well 
backed was Indico. 

A good start moved the field, and the 
outsider Inquieto took the front and began 
to make the pace, though not a fast one. 
Hamdam went to second, Indico third. 
Apuvo fourth. Thus they came into the 
stretch for the first time. Then Apuvo 
moved to second, very close to Hamdam. 
and so they passed the winning post and 
the stands, beginning the turn. 

Inquieto increased his lead to about six 
lengths when they entered into the back- 
stretch. The pace then quickened. Ham- 
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dam remained second, with Apuvo about 
a_ half-length back of him. 
fourth. Inquieto’s margin seven furlongs 
from home had been cut to only two

lengths. and when they entered into the 
big turn, Hamdam easily went to the front. 
Apuvo moved to second, always close to 
the favorite. The race changed then into 
a match between Hamdam and Apuvo, the 
latter challenging the leader, and the pace 
turning into a very fast one.

His breeder and owner. Silvio Penteado. 
a Sao Paulo industrialist. bred him at his 
Tambore Stud. and was tremendously glad 
to see him win the St. Leger. He had 
never accepted the Derby result as a true 
one, and complained then that had his 
colt started well, he would have been the 
Derby winner of 1948. 


SUPERIORITY CONFIRMED. Up to 
now the colt Invernal is the champion 
juvenile in Argentina. His 2-year-old 
career closed (he became a 3-year-old 
on July 1) at Palermo. Buenos Aires, over 
June 27 in the Clasico Montevideo, over 
1,500 meters (about 745 furlongs), for 
which race he was a very strong favorite. 
He won with the greatest ease by 21% 
lengths from Cruz Montiel. with the sec- 
ond choice Equinox third. Time, 1:311s. 
on a track a bit slow. 

His victory was a brilliant one, and con- 
firmed his superiority over all his oppon- 
ents of his generation. The only excep- 
tion is the colt Conquerant, owned by the 
Brazilian businessman J. Buarque de 
Macedo, whose only start, in the Clasico 
Jose B. Zubiaurre, was a smashing victory 
in very good time. Thus the leadership 
for 1948 juveniles in Argentina is to be 


decided between the North American 
stable White Post. owner of Invernal, and 
the Brazilian owner Buarque de Macedo. 
Invernal is a son of Congreve’s best son, 
Embrujo. out of Sleigh Bell, by Orpheus 
(by Orby). out of Reine de Neige. All 
the indications are that he will stay. 

{Reine de Neige. by Roi Herode is 
granddam of Psychic Bid. third dam of 
Sun Herod. and a sister to *Snowcapt.

NO KING. Argentine racing is now 
without a king. Race-goers were shocked 
when they saw the result of the Clasico 
Vicente L. Casares, at 2.500 meters (1215 
furlongs). for 3-year-olds and up. weight- 
for-age, run at Palermo on June 29. Pre- 
vious to the race, whose principal interest 
was the clash between the new leader 
Etendard and last year’s crack Nigro- 
mante, which was returning from a long 
rest, it was learned that Nigromante 
wouldn't be a starter, for he finished a 
workout lame, and was retired for a rest. 
his trainer stating he will not be seen 
under silks very soon. 

The race appeared then to be entirely 
at Etendard’s disposal. since all the other 
starters were considered much inferior to 
him, and all but Alumbre had been beaten 
by him in previous races this year. Alum- 
bre, after a failure against Desplante in 
the Clasico Hipodromo Argentino Handi- 
cap (see my previous article). had shown 
improvement, easily winning the 2.500- 
meter (about 121% furlongs) Clasico Guil- 
lermo Paats Handicap under 121 pounds. 
But this didn’t seem to mean much 
against the brilliant wins of Etendard in 


higher class weight-for-age races. De 
plante was also in the field of six, coming 
from his triumph at La Plata in th 
Hipodromo Handicap. Th 
others were Salliquelo, previously secon 
to Etendard in the Clasico General Be. 
grano; Balan, with good performances fp. 
cently; and the good miler El Gaucho, 
Odds-on favorite was Etendard. Alumbr 
was second choice.

However. Etendard finished only fourth, 
never being a real contender. running jp. 
differently all the way. 

He is a poor doer and his training jx 
difficult. While the leader went down, 
Alumbre won a brilliant victory by a neck 
over the supposed miler El Gaucho, with 
Desplante third another two lengths back, 
The winner's time was 2:3875. His jockey 
was L. Canu. 

A brown 3-year-old (now going to bea 
4-year-old) colt, M. Cane’s Alumbre is a 
son of that good sire Parlanchin (the sire 
of the famous mare Plateria) from Ariana, 
He was regarded previously as a second: 
rank horse, with not enough class to win 
one of the important weight-for-age races 
in Argentina. However, he did it, and in 
fact I suspect Argentina hasn’t now a true 
top-class older horse in action. Nigro- 
mante was retired again for some months, 
Etendard. a good racer, is a bad eater, 
which makes his trainer very careful with 
him. And in spite of this he fails from 
time to time. Academico, champion older 
horse of 1947, is still not fit for racing 
again.

Tenerani Hops Off 
For English Tests 


Rome 

Italy’s champion older horse, Tenerani. 
left Milan on July 3 for Paris. He was to 
be stabled at Chantilly. in Count of Cham- 
bure’s stables, and was to be given a work- 
out on the Chantilly race course. Then 
he was to be shipped by air to Ascot. to 
run on July 10 in the 114-mile Queen Eliz- 
abeth Stakes. After this race. Tenerani 
was to be taken to Newmarket. to train for 
the Goodwood Cup. 

Not counting Signorinetta’s accomplish- 
ments back in 1904, this is the second at- 
tempt of Italian stables to gain English 
stakes. The first occurred in 1934, when 
Crapom was sent to Ascot to run in the 
Gold Cup. He placed fifth. Previously, 
*Ortello had been sent to Ascot for the 
same race, but did not run owing to an 
incident in training. 

Tenerani is the winner of the Italian 
Quadruple Crown in 1947 (Derby. Premio 
d'Italia, Gran Premio di Milano, St. 
Leger), and won the Omnium in Rome 
this year. He also placed second to his 
stablemate Astolfina in last month’s Gran 
Premio di Milano. 


He is a plain bay horse, not much op 
looks, but strong and dependable. He \ 
extremely cold and lazy. and must be fully 
controlled all the way to keep him going, 
His usual jockey, Enrico Camici, wen 
with him to Goodwood.

THE BUSINESS SIDE 


Gains Registered 
At Charles Town 


The downward trend in attendance and 
betting that had been evident at all the 
Eastern tracks, so far this year, with the 
exception of Lincoln Downs, did not oc- 
cur at Delaware Park. Charles Town reg. 
istered significant gains. 

Delaware Park’s 30-day meeting at- 
tracted a total of 382,950 customers, an 
average of 12,765 a day, practically no 
change from last year’s 12,771. 

Figures compiled from the report of the 
American Totalisator Company show a 
drop in betting of only 7/10 per cent from 
the 1947 average of $871,826. This year 
a total of $25,976,574 was handled at the 
meeting, for a daily average of $865,885. 

Charles Town’s total attendance of 195, 
500 during its 43-day meeting gave it an 
average attendance of 4,546. an increase 
of 9 per cent over last year’s average of 
4,166 for a 48-day meeting. The Charles 
Town meetings in both years included 
four days of racing for the benefit of the 
Charles Town Horse Show Association. 

The West Virginia track’s total mutuel 
handle came to approximately $10,108.- 
259. The average of $235,075 a day was an 
increase of 11 per cent over the average 
of $212,076 established last year. 

Charles Town’s increases were regis- 
tered in spite of the partial cancellation 
of the June 17 card, when heavy rain made 
the track unsafe and caused the stoppage 
of racing after the second event. 

Per capita per diem betting declined 
only 49 cents from last year’s $68.27 at 
Delaware Park. At Charles Town the 
average customer bet $51.66 per day. an 
increase of 114 per cent over last year's 
$50.86. 

Things were looking brighter in the 
West, too. Ak-Sar-Ben, at Omaha, came 
through with a 2 per cent increase over 
last year’s average mutuel handle of $245. 
314 for a 30-day meeting. At the 32-day 
meeting concluded July 5, the total mutuel 
handle ran to $8,029,407, daily average 
$250,919.

million workers employed out of a total 
labor force of approximately 60 million. 
Not too much room for improvement there. 
And again, an expansion in production 
would necessitate larger payrolls and in- 
creased borrowing on the part of indus- 
trial concerns, which would very probably 
lead to more money in circulation, more 
forced savings. and still higher prices until 

the new goods hit the market. 

On the other hand, the prospects for a 
decrease in the money supply seem almost 
unnecessary to consider. The Federal 
budget. while momentarily in balance. is 
not going to stay that way for long. Here 
we could mention military expenditures. 
E. R. P., tax cuts, ete., ete. but there is 
no need to go into all that. This means a 
continuation of the money supply at its 
present high level, at least. 

So much for the price level. The pur- 
chasing power of the dollar is low, indica- 
tions are that it will remain low. and it 
will take a lot of dollars to buy anything 
aman may want. 


SUPPLY. So far as the market for 
Thoroughbred yearlings is concerned, the 
supply factor can be looked upon as a 
passive element at most. The number of 
yearlings is fixed and no increase in price. 
no matter how great, can bring forth a 
larger supply immediately. More specific- 
ally, there are a fixed number of yearlings 
to be offered at the eastern sales, 443 at 
Keeneland. 66 at Tattersalls, 410 at Sara- 
toga. Thus the “marginal” seller, that 
queer individual who exists in the mind of 
the economist. and who offers his product 
only when the market price tempts him to 
come forth, has little or no influence on 
the sales. In this respect yearlings are in 
a category with rare paintings and books, 
postage stamps, and other such objects 
that are fixed in supply and cannot be re- 
produced. 

Market price here is not the more com- 
monly assumed point where marginal sup- 
ply equals marginal demand. Market 
price in this instance is the marginal de- 
mand price, the price offered by the “mar- 
ginal seller's” queer little twin’ brother 
the “marginal buyer.” This little fellow 
is the auctioneer’s delight. the customer 
who will offer the highest dollar for the in- 
dividual in the ring. 


DEMAND. Now it can be seen that 
the whole question boils down to a con- 
sideration of demand and its concomitant, 
the quality of the offering. How much 
can this “marginal buyer” be tempted to 
offer? 

To start with, we can feel pretty safe 
in assuming that Mr. Buyer has somewhat 
more than a few dollars in his pocket when 
he seats himself at the sales ring. We 
can assume that he has become accus-

tomed of recent years to spending those 
dollars pretty rapidly. 

But the very rapidity with which those 
dollars have been seeking ever new homes 
is in itself an item to give pause. It means 
that Mr. Buyer is quite conscious of what 
it costs to get a yearling to the races and 
to keep him in training. 

Hence the yearling he has his eye on 
had better have a fair chance of winning 
himself out. The individual had better be 
of good conformation and from a good 
family—this is where quality is important. 
There must be fairly definite prospects 
that the type of race for which the year- 
ling seems suited will, in the future. be 
endowed with sufficient money to make 
the prospective purchase a sound proposi- 
tion. The future value of the individual 
for breeding purposes is another factor 
the buyer is pondering as he thumbs his 
catalogue. Even the availability of stall 
space at the tracks is a very important 
item. 

In other words. of the two cenditions 
most immediately influencing the action of 
the buyer, one, quality, is to some degree 
under the control of the breeder or seller. 
the other. earning power. dependent upon 
the whims and finances of the various rac- 
ing associations. 


EXTRAS. Roughly speaking. we have 
now discussed in a very summary fashion 
the principal economic elements to be 
considered in trying to evaluate the 
strength of the yearling market. But 
these are by no means all the elements to 
be considered, nor are they the ones which 
always carry the most weight. 

Horse racing has a tremendous psycho- 
logical fascination which almost disquali- 


fies its constituent elements from exam. 
ination in the prosaic style of ordinary 
economics. There is an element of pride 
in the ownership of a good horse—or just 
a horse—and this pride, or the prospect 
of it, is in itself a powerful force. It js 
the fundamental substance of the sport, 
But this force is limited by economic fae. 
tors, and can assert itself only in pro. 
portion as the buyer can afford to indulge 
it. The desire is a continuing thing, de. 
pendent only upon the attractiveness of 
the sport in general—an attractiveness 
which is now as high as it ever was, 

Again, there can be no doubt that one 
of the factors that lends considerable 
strength to any Thoroughbred market js 
that very human, psychological quirk that 
has been dubbed conspicuous consump- 
tion. There are certain individuals who 
buy diamonds. rubies, and other luxuries 
because the price is high; they buy Cadil- 
lacs. not primarily because of their better 
performance, but because they want to be 
seen in a high-priced car. 

Likewise they are attracted to the sales 
ring because of the opportunity it gives 
them to spend their wealth. The higher 
the prices go, the better they like it and 
they would be truly disappointed were 
there not a competitor present to give 
them battle while the bids climb to new 
highs. There is a certain satisfaction to 
acquiring the title of purchaser of the 
highest-priced yearling. 

This little peculiarity works in reverse, 
too. When the market is weak and prices 
are low, these conspicuous consumers are 
likely to be found among the conspicuous 
absentees. 

Another point to consider is that during 
the war years in particular. there were a 
large number of newcomers to the sport, 
people who had always been interested in 
racing but who until that time were with- 
out the financial resources to indulge their 
appetites. These people found themselves 
with some surplus cash and came in to en- 
joy themselves. Some of them have al- 
ready had their appetites appeased, others 
who came in in a really big way have now 
built up their own studs and are no longer 
entirely dependent upon the yearling sales 
for their racing stock. 

Finally. when we come to talk about the 
state of the yearling market, we must rec- 
ognize that we are not considering an en- 
tity that has the homogenity of, for in- 
stance. the wheat market. or any commod- 
ity market, for that matter. But what we 
are considering is actually a large num- 
ber of individual markets—one for each 
yearling. 

The product sold on the commodities 
markets is standardized—any bushel of 
grain bought or sold is the same as mil- 
lions of other bushels. But yearlings are 
a differentiated produce, no two of them 
being exactly alike. The strength of the 
commodity market is indicated by a quo- 
tation of the last sale. Such a figure 
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you will find

They are worth waiting for — 
— waiting until the last night 
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would have littke meaning in the horse 
business. Here we are forced to fall back 
on averages. unreliable detail-con- 
cealing figures at best. 

The consignor. breeding. conformation, 
the position of the horse in the sale, the 
weather on the day of the sale, the amount 
of advertising expended on the yearling. 
the headlines in the morning paper. to- 
gether with innumerable other details all 
have a direct bearing on the price that 
any one individual will bring. 

Having examined the general economic 
setting of the sales, let’s take a look at 
some of the specific factors that will in 
fluence the trend of this year’s market. 


CURRENT INFLUENCES. Starting 
with the price level of the immediate 
period, it is sufficient to repeat that we 
are operating on a high plane. As of the 
end of May the Federal Reserve Index of 
commodity prices had advanced 17 per 
cent since last year. and last year’s fig- 
ures were 6814 per cent above the 1940 
index. The cost of living index, using the 
1935-39 average as a base, advanced 20 
per cent between April, 1947, and April 
of this year. The fish bowl is definitely 
sitting on the bookcase. 

On the supply side, American barns and 
paddocks are probably more crowded with 
Thoroughbred yearlings this summer than 
ever before. The unprecedented demand 
of the past few years has brought with it 
a corresponding expansion in production. 
The years 1939 to 1942, inclusive, saw an 
annual production of approximately 6,300 
foals. After outbreak of the war and the 
severe break in the market in 1942, mat- 
ings were curtailed considerably and for 
the next three years the annual birth rate 
of Thoroughbred foals was around 5,500. 
In 1946 there were 6.478 foals registered 
with The Jockey Club, the most since 
1941 and a 16 per cent increase over the 
preceeding year. 

The 1947 crop numbered more than 
7.500—an increase of more than a third 
in a two-year period. Adding to this num- 
ber the stream of European importations. 
we arrive at a yearling population of 
quite impressive proportions. 

As was mentioned above, only about 
900 of these will be in more or less direct

competition for the buyers’ dollars during 
the Lexington and Saratoga sales. But the 
remainder will constitute a reservoir that 
will give comfort to the marginal and sub- 
marginal buyers who will realize that there 
will be other opportunities to purchase 
racing prospects. In a period of more re- 
stricted finances they would very proba- 
bly have an actually depressing effect on 
the market. At this year’s sales their in- 
fluence will more likely be felt as a kind 
of ballast that will keep the price bal- 
loon from soaring out of sight. 

The quality of the crop, specifically 
those offered in the sales, may be assumed 
to be average, at least. Statistically. be- 
cause they represent a smaller proportion 
of the total, they should be above average. 

An examination of the demand factors 
indicates that there will be no scarcity of 
customers around the sales pavilions this 
summer. Interest is high around the rac- 
ing centers. The sales companies report 
a heavy demand for catalogues. From all 
appearances a larger number of the prin- 
cipals themselves will be on hand _ this 
year to handle the bidding than was the 
case last summer. 


INVESTMENT ANGLE. The earning 
capacity of a good individual is better 
than ever. Until six years ago, no horse 
had ever won $500,000. Then Whirlaway 
passed the mark. Today five horses, in- 
cluding Whirlaway, have earned more 
than a half million apiece and three of 
them are still in training. We have a 
3-year-old which has amassed over $580.- 
000 in less than two full seasons of racing. 
and a 7-year-old, apparently still at his 
best, which is only about $95,000 short of 
the million mark. 

A consistent performer today can earn 
as much as $40,000 in a year without ever 
winning a stakes; in fact, it is not at all 
impossible for a horse to have an income 
of that size without winning a race. A 
few good placings in some of our more 
richly endowed stakes will net a modest 
fortune. 

A large percentage of the yearlings are 
well engaged in stakes and those offered 
at Keeneland have the added advantage 
of being eligible to the new Keeneland 
sales stakes to be offered for the first time 
in the fall of 1949. 


There can be no denying the downtum 
in attendance and betting figures. but the 
decline has been moderate, and from an 
extremely high level. The business side 
of the sport is still in a very prosperous 
position. Record-breaking — attendance 
throughout the country on the Memorial 
and Independence Day week-ends attested 
to the increasing popularity of racing, 

The confidence and enthusiasm of the 
horsemen themselves has been emphasized 
in recent weeks by the prices actually paid 
for breeding stock. *Alibhai sold for 
$500,000. the highest price ever paid for 
a horse. Challedon changed hands for 
$250.000. Prior to these sales, a syndi- 
cate had imported four’ stallions from 
France last fall at a reported price of an 
even million dollars. 

The problem of stall space. which in 
the past has been a very real impediment 
to some prospective buyers. is gradually 
being solved. A number of tracks have 
increased their stabling facilities during 
the past year and still others are in the 
course of backstretch improvement pro- 
grams. 

About the only really depressing ele 
ment on the scene as the sales approach 
is the foreign situation. Like the traders 
on the stock and commodity exchanges 
the past few weeks, the buyers will un- 
doubtedly be casting a wary eye toward 
Moscow and Berlin, or wherever the most 
recent crisis happens to occur. 


GUESS. The reader will probably be 
able to add to the influences discussed 
above; for instance, a prospective buyer 
may have his personal tax problem to con- 
sider, an item we have not attempted to 
discuss because its influence may differ 
in varying degrees. In one case taxes may 
be a positive deterrent to a purchaser; in 
another they may be one of the more im- 
mediate motives for the purchase. 

After viewing the picture in the light of 
the principles and facts here presented. 
however, the reader should be able to come 
to his own conclusions as to the trend of 
the market. An effort has been made to 
present the picture as objectively as_pos- 
sible. To form an opinion the reader 
will have to weigh each factor as his ex- 
perience and judgment dictate. 

For our part, we feel that. barring any 
unforeseen and unpredictable contingen- 
cies, including the possibility of armed un- 
pleasantries, the averages will be no lower 
than last year, possibly 7 to 8 per cent 
higher. Frankly, that is a guess, but a 
guess arrived at by a process of rational- 
ization. An 8 per cent increase would 
raise the Keeneland and Saratoga aver- 
ages from the $6,263 of last year to within 
striking distance of $7,000, a very respec- 
table figure for an “average” yearling. 

If we’re right we’ve lucked up on a 10- 
to-1 shot. If we’re wrong, we have simply 
stuck our neck out too far—a not unfa- 
miliar phenomenon.

strong pressure applied by Charlie Elliott 
the Nearco colt pulled out the necessary 
reserve in game fashion to get up in time 
to beat Golden Triumph by a length. 
Golden Triumph, like Nimbus, had been 
second at Ascot, but as befits his pedigree 
the son of Panorama is better at five fur- 
Jongs than anything beyond that distance. 
The Aga Khan’s Nearco colt, El Agdal. 
was forgiven the Ascot lapse and trusted 
once more with blinkers on and Gordon 
Richards in the saddle. Blinkers do not 
make any difference to a horse who does 
not like racing. As soon as El Agdal was 
asked to race in earnest he proved a poor 
disciple of Euclid, who told us the nearest 
disiance between two points is a straight 
line. El Agdal ducked and dived just as 
he did at Ascot and threw away whatever 
chance he may have had by a definite re- 
fusal to struggle. That is the trouble with 
the Nearcos. You never know what they 
will do. In Nimbus he has a son who bat- 
tles with grim determination. El Agdal 
is the reverse. So much for breeding. 
Oros proved himself one of the best 4- 
year-old milers in training when giving a 
lot of weight away in the Bottisham 
Stakes. It was as well that Gordon Rich- 
ards was in the saddle. He drove the colt 
home in his own inimitable style. 
Yorkshire trainers like to come South 


to prove they can still train race horses. 
Time was when they almost had a monop- 
oly, but all that has changed. They know 
their job in the North all right. when the 
right material comes along. Arthur 
Cooper sent two horses from Yorkshire for 
the second day’s racing and brought off a 
double. They are French importations. 
The 3-year-old Prince Hardi, a son of 
Prince Rose, was winning his first race in 
this country when taking the mile-and-a- 
half Stretchworth Stakes a little cleverly 
from the staying but rather slow Sebastian 
Bach. His stable companion, Donino, won 
his fourth race in a row when running out 
a comfortable winner in the mile-and-a- 
quarter Duke of Cambridge Handicap. 
Former jockey Dick Perryman intro- 
duced a taking 2-year-old when Lyon 
Couchant won the Stud Produce Stakes at 
his leisure. He is a cleverly made son of 
Coup de Lyon and Berceuse. who is by The 
Panther out of Golden Lullaby. The Pan- 
ther did not fulfil expectations after win- 
ning the 2.000 Guineos, but I think he did 
quite well as a stallion in South America. 
Another Yorkshire trainer in ex-jockey 
Rufus Beasley also brought off a double 
on the third day. He won the 2-year-old 
race for apprentice riders with Pharos 
Light. and the coveted July Cup with Palm 
Vista. Some very smart sprinters con- 
tested the July Cup. which is run over the 
downhill six-furlongs course. Palm Vista 


was favoured by the conditions and was 
in receipt of much more than weight-for- 
age from the 4-year-old Clarion 3rd, a son 
of Djebel. They had a fine tussle but the 
weight was just too much for Clarion 3rd 
and he went under by a neck. He is a 
small colt to carry 134 pounds. and has 
still to register a victory in this country. 
I fancy he would be a much stronger prop- 
osition with ten pounds less in the saddle. 

The Fair Trial colt Falls of Clyde 
showed a return to his best form when tak- 
ing a good third place, but Birthday Greet- 
ings performed as if he has trained off. 
The French 3-year-old Donegal 2nd set a 
fast pace, but only succeeded in beating 
himself. Given time to find his stride I 
think he might be a smart sprinter. Good 
horses seldom give any trouble at the start, 
but in the July Cup they twisted and 
turned in the most amazing manner. It 
made me sigh for the American stall gate. 
But. of course you couldn’t have it at New- 
market. We had 33 runners in one race. 


REVERSAL. I sometimes wonder at 
the inconsistency of some of our high- 
class performers. It was the turn of the 
St. Leger winner, Sayajirao, to let his ad- 
mirers down in the Princess of Wales’ 
Stakes of a mile and a half. He had scored 
at Ascot in a manner which left no doubt 
of his being back in his best form. That 
caused odds of 6 to 4 to be laid on him,

He showed up the limita- 
tions of Nasr-Ed-Din, who ran so well at 
Ascot. I thought Nasr-Ed-Din looked as 
if he might have had an easy time since 
the Ascot race. 

Lord Sefton has some nice 2-year-olds 
and won with two of them at Newmarket. 
The grey Majinette is French-bred. She 
was an easy winner in the Princess Stakes. 
in which the much fancied Integrity, who 
had finished in front of the winner at 
Ascot, was virtually left at the post. Lord 
Sefton’s other winner was the Big Game 
filly Bignonia, out of the very fast Gold 
Bridge mare Gold Lily.  Bignonia was 
never off the bit and looks like making a 
good sprinter. The Watling Street colt 
Gay Street was by no means disgraced in 
finishing second, as he was giving the win- 
ner eight pounds more than weight-for- 
sex, 

Marcel Boussac does not trouble about 
handicaps. No doubt he could not find a 
suitable race for Golestan so he put him 
in the Milton Handicap. The handicapper 
loaded the colt up with 136 pounds, but 
that did not stop Golestan. His long stride 
carried him to victory in good style.

the meanwhile. second-raters like Alumbre. 
Desplante, El Gaucho, and others. will 
have a good chance. 


GENERAL NEWS. The champion ju- 
venile filly of 1947 in Argentina was 
Bullanguera, which finished her racing 
year lame but unbeaten. It was said that 
she would enter the stud. Since then the 
filly and mare crown in Argentina went to 
Meridiana. However, now it was an- 
nounced that Bullanguera would try a 
comeback, and in fact she was seen again 
at the training grounds at Palermo and 
San Isidro. If she is able to run again as 
she did last year, it is my guess she will 
be not only the champion of her sex, but 
also the best among all horses and mares 
older than three in Argentina. 

From July 1 on, all horses foaled in 
South America are one year older. Thus. 
Apuvo, Hamdam, Bambino, etc., in Brazil; 
Nigromante, Bullanguera, Etendard, 
Alumbre, etc., in Argentina; and Uranio, 
Vuecencia, Polvorin and others in Uru- 
guay. will be 4-year-olds from now on. In- 
vernal and other juveniles, which were 2- 
year-olds up to now, will be 3-year-olds. In 
Argentina and Uruguay, juvenile 3-year- 
olds will run for the big classic races of 
their generation, including the Derbys. In 
Brazil, they will enter also a series of im- 
portant races. Thus, my next report will 
give juveniles more attention than this 
one. 


BRAZIL’S BIG RACE. Richest race of 
South America is the Grande Premio Bra- 
zil, to be run at Gavea, Rio de Janeiro, on 
August 1, over 3,000 meters (about 17% 
miles). It is worth one million cruzeiros 
(about $50,000) to the winner, with a 
gross value of 1.375.000 cruzeiros. The 
entries for the international championship 
closed on June 1, and 45 entries were re- 
ceived. 

From Argentina were entered the crack 
Etendard, the good handicappers Salli- 
quelo and Balan. Uruguayan owners en- 
tered the horses Polvorin, Vuecencia, Lord 
Law, and Town Crier, and the mare 
Imaginada. 

Brazilian entries include last year’s win- 
ner Heliaco; the famous mare Garbosa 
Bruleur, which beat him recently at 
Cidade Jardim; Bambino, which made his 
debut recently in a very smart manner; 
the St. Leger winner Apuvo; the Derby 
winner Hamdam, and many others. 

Heron, the famous son of Formasterus 
out of Tacy, by Tomy 2nd, whose races 
last year stamped him as a true smasher. 
for he lost only to his stablemate Heliaco 
in the Grande Premio Brazil of 1947, has 
entered the stud. A grand looking horse, 
he was a smasher. 

His pace was something terrific and he 
won from flag to finish many international 


races, as I reported last year. Many 
thought him better than Heliaco. After a 
long rest due to knee trouble, he was 
working for the big races of this year 
when he bowed a tendon, was retired to 
the famous Sao Jose Stud. property of his 
owners. the Paula Machado family. 

Heron’s sire Formasterus was the lead. 
ing sire of South America last year. He 
is a sensational stallion. Tacy. dam of 
Heron, was one of the best race mares ever 
seen in Brazil. She has speed as well as 
stamina. She bred the unbeaten Carducci. 
the great filly Fontaine, and Heron. Pedj. 
gree and performance will make Heron 
one of the best hopes among sires in Bra. 
zilian breeding. 

Died recently in Argentina the famous 
sire Tresiete. foaled in 1926, a son of Alan 
Breck out of Trentona, by Torpoint, 
Tresiete was one of the great sires of Ar. 
gentine breeding in modern times. He 
only ran seven times, won four, including 
the Polla de Potrillos, and stakes Saave. 
dra, and Montevideo. He was second in 
the Jockey Club, third in the Argentine 
Derby. 

Among his sons and daughters were 
*Sorteado, Balbuco, Bubalco,  Tonico, 
*Limpio, Partido, Puro Fruto, Rélando 
(sire of *Miss Grillo). ete., all of them 
top-class horses. Tresiete was the great- 
est rival of Congreve during the climax of 
the latter’s career as a sire. Two of his 
sons, *Sorteado and Bubalco. won the Ar- 
gentine Derby. 


DISMISSED 


The law suit of Harry James, orchestra 
leader, and his actress wife, Betty Grable, 
against C. H. Jones and Sons, Long Beach, 
Calif.. horsemen, and Joe Hernandez, who 
acted as their broker in a horse trade two 
years ago, was dismissed at Los Angeles 
recently with no payments. 

On May 8, 1946, the Jameses, through 
Hernandez, paid the Joneses $105,000 for 
seven race horses, which the plaintiffs al- 
leged were represented by the sellers and 
broker as being in “perfect running 
order.” 


In February, 1947, Mr. and Mrs. James 
brought suit, alleging that the horses were 
not as represented, and asking for the re- 
turn of the purchase price plus $3,000 ex- 
pended in maintenance. In lieu of the re- 
fund of the entire $105,000, the petition 
asked for damages of $65,000. 

Another suit involving the Jameses, this 
time in the role of defendants, also was 
cleared from the docket. Trainer Don 
Jefferson contended that he had entered 
into a contract in September, 1946, to 
train the James horses for a peried of 4 
year, but that in February, 1947, he was 
dismissed. His suit for breach of con- 
tract sought damages of $14,500. It was 
settled for an undisclosed amount.

Novelty: His Name Lives On 


In South American Pedigrees 


Sam Hildreth used to brag that at one 
time or another he had trained all the 
good sons and daughters of Kingston. 
One day. however, I stopped him cold by 
asking him when he had trained Ildrim 
and King’s Courier. The latter, to my 
mind, was Kingston’s best staying son. In 
England he won five races at three, in- 
cluding the 2-mile Doncaster Cup, beating 
Merry Gal, La Roche, and others. At 
four he defeated the Ascot Gold Cup win- 
ner Santoi at level weights by two 
lengths in the Jockey Club Cup, 2%, 
miles. He also won the Ellesmere 
Stakes. 

Hildreth, however, did own an excep- 
tionally good son of Kingston in Novelty, 
the fourth of five successive Futurity win- 
ners bred at Castleton. 

Foaled in 1908, Novelty was a bay son 
of Kingston—Curiosity, by *Voter., next 
dam Pink Domino (dam of Sweep) by 
Domino. The next dam, *Belle Rose, was 
the granddam of Pennant and was one of 
the foundation mares of the Castleton 
Stud. She was purchased in England at 
Newmarket in the autumn of 1891 by Wil- 
liam Easton for the modest sum of 290 
guineas ($1.595), and was the best mare 
ever imported by Mr. Keene. 

Novelty never carried the “white with 
blue polka dots” of the vice chairman of 
The Jockey Club. Unnamed. he was one 
of a lot of 26 Castleton-bred yearlings 
offered for sale at Sheepshead Bay in 
July. 1909. Three of these yearlings were 
led out of the ring without eliciting bids. 
The remaining 23 realized a total of 
$24.225. Novelty was purchased by John 
E. Madden for the small sum of $1,700. 

He made his first start at Belmont Park 
on May 18, 1910, in an allowance race 
for 2-year-olds at 414 furlongs over a mud- 
dy track. He was trained by Chuck Wal- 
ker and ridden by Eddie Dugan. Quoted 
at4to 1, he whipped T. W. O’Brien’s Plu- 
vious (115), the favorite at 4 to 5. 

Immediately after this race Novelty was 
wld privately to Sam Hildreth for a re- 
ported $10.000. Commenting on Novelty, 
Bill Brennan, then Hildreth’s foreman, 
stated the son of Kingston was a very fast 
colt, standing about 15:3, with a perfect 
disposition and tremendous quarters, ex- 
ceptionally good forearms and gaskins. 

Novelty was beaten in his first three 
Starts in Hildreth’s colors and did not earn 
brackets for his new owner until July 8, 
1910, when he won an allowance race at 
Empire City. 


Saturday, July 17, 1948 


In his next start he was beaten by Har- 
ry La Montagne’s Gauntlet, trained by Bill 
Karrick. Novelty then won his next three 
starts at Empire City, after which the 
racing scene shifted to Saratoga, the last 
meeting in New York State until Belmont 
Park opened its gates on May 30, 1913. 

At Saratoga Novelty won an allowance 
race from a former stablemate, Richard 
T. Wilson, Jr.’s Nightfall, with the New- 
castle Stable’s Zeus third. Nightfall was 
also Castleton-bred. She was sold to Mr. 
Wilson and became the dam of Campfire. 

In his next start, the United States Hotel 
Stakes, Novelty was second choice at 2 to 
1 and was beaten into third place by Mr. 
Wilson’s Naushon, with James R. Keene’s 
Tron Mask second.

For some inexplicable 
reason Novelty was permitted to drift out 
to 12 to 1 at the close of the betting. Four 
days later Novelty whipped Tom Mona- 
han’s Textile in a match for $5,000 a side. 
Whatever chances Textile may have had 
went up in smoke when Novelty beat the 
webbing by four lengths. Carroll Shilling 
won with him from end to end. 

Three days later Novelty won the Hope- 
ful Stakes in 1:14 over a slow track, and 
once again Hildreth was looking out of the 
window—Novelty drifted from 8 to 1 to 
12 to 1 at the close. It is true he carried 
130 pounds, but the even-money choice, 
[ron Mask, winner of the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes in his previous start, carried 
125 pounds. 

Iron Mask had two associates, Sweepa- 
way and Heatherbloom, but neither of 
these fillies was of any account. The race 
was between Iron Mask and Novelty 
throughout. The favorite led to the head 
of the stretch by a length, but Novelty, 
although he beat the barrier, was taken 
back by A. Thomas and when called on 
came with a rush and won going away by

Novelty’s next race was an exceptionally 
sod one. This was in the Rensselaer 
Handicap at six furlongs. in which Mr. 
Vosburgh allotted Novelty 135 pounds. 
Novelty was 4 to 1. Naushon (126) was 
{to 1. Textile (126) was 15 to 1. Thir- 
teen ran. The favorite was “Fiddling Bill” 
Yanke’s filly Round the World, (125) held 
at 5 to 2. 

In the light of later events these odds 
appear ridiculous, but it must be borne in 
mind that Round the World (*Lackford— 
Nelly Bly) in 24 starts that year won 12 
races. was second in 5, third in 3, un- 
placed in but 4. Dick Carman’s Sempro- 
lus (126). coupled with Meridian (117), 
the horse that was destined to win the 
Kentucky Derby a year later, led Novelty 
by half a length—to the stretch, at which 
point Carroll Shilling said “Good-bye” to 
Charlie Grand. and went on to win under 
a drive by a neck from Naushon. Textile 
was third, 1145 lengths farther back. Plu- 
vious. Which Novelty had defeated in his 
debut. was last. Textile. incidentally, was 
ridden by Bill Knapp.

The lat- 
ter went to the front when Shilling let out 
a wrap, and went on to win by a length 
from Bashti, with Love-Not third. Foot- 
print, Textile. and Nauson, were also in 


the field. 


My recollection is that Novelty raced in 
Canada and at Pimlico a few times at 
three. I think he ran about five times and 
won four races. George M. Odom’s Follie 
Levy defeated Novelty in Canada. I think 
all of Novelty’s races at three were purses 
at six furlongs. 


FRANCE. Novelty ran in France in 
1912 and 1913 as the property of Charles 
Kohler, but Hildreth continued to train 
him. He ran on the flat in a few races, but 
mostly over hurdles. At four he competed 
in five hurdle races. He won two. was 
second in three. He was a bad jumper. 
but his speed between fences was a great 
asset. He ran at Saint Ouen. Enghien.

Novelty won the Handicap de la 
Tainise at a mile, beating Harry La Mon- 
tagne’s Hampton Court, trained by Pres- 
ton Burch. a short head.

31.700 frances to the winner. Frances in 
those days were worth nearly 20 cents. 
Novelty also won the Prix de lEscaut at 
Maisons-Laffitte. 

In 1913. at five, Novelty ran four times 
over hurdles, winning once. He was sec- 
ond once. third twice. At Nice, in the Prix 
de Monte Casto, he was beaten a short 
neck by Mary the Second. Novelty was 
taken into the last hurdle too fast, blun- 
dered, nearly came down, thereby losing 
the race. He won the Prix d’Antibes at 
Pau a week later. 

At Deauville in August. Novelty was of- 
fered for sale, but was bid in at 43,000 
francs. Zeus was bid in at 12.500 francs. 
Restigouche was sold to H. Blum for 6.400 
francs. Novelty was offered for sale at 
Deauville a week later and was purchased 
by Linneo de Paulo Machado, a Brazilian 
sportsman, for 35.000 franes, roughly 
$7.000. He ran twice in his new owner’s 
colors. dead-heating with Edmond Blanc’s 
Chut in the prix du Danube. and was 
fifth in the 144-mile Prix du Conseil 
Municipal. 


BRAZIL. Novelty was then shipped to 
Brazil. where I think he raced and won. 
He gained renown as a sire. Placed at 
the Sao Jose Stud, Sao Paulo, Brazil, by 
Linneo de Paula Machado, he was the 
leading sire in Brazil on several occasions. 
Among his sons were Kitchener and San- 
tarem, both of which added in the stud to 
the renown they gained on the race course. 
Santarem was the sire of Funny Boy. Big 
Shot. and Buscape. while Kitchener was 
the sire of the stakes winner Mossoro. Five 
years ago Novelty’s line in tail male ap- 
peared to be flourishing in Brazil through 
Kitchener and his son Mossoro and 
through Santarem and his son Funny Boy. 

Novelty’s daughters have also done well 
in Brazil. Among them were Lapa, Liette, 
Miragaia, Tocaia. dam of the high-class 
winner Carducci. |A discussion of Nov- 
dty’s influence on South American breed- 
ing was published in THe BtLoop-Horse 
of October 9, 1943, page 428. It was writ-

All of this leads me to believe, in con- 
junction with the success attained by 
Sweep, Pennant, and John P. Grier as

The American Racing Manual for 1948 
gives a table showing the world records

land, but it seems the records posted at 
the tracks of Argentina are not taken into 
consideration. Some of these records are 
equal or better than those accepted by the 
Manual.

Eprror’s Note. The light is easy to throw. The 
Argentinian records are not for quite the same 
distances. Presumably this is the reason the Amer- 
ican Racing Manual avoids including metric dis- 
tances in its world records. 

For instance, Cruz Diablo’s record for 1,600 
meters is 1:34; Equipoise’s record for a mile is 
1:34%5. The mile is 1,609.347 meters. Cruz 
Diablo ran at the rate of 17.0215 meters per second, 
Equipoise at the rate of 17.0482 meters per second. 
Running at the same speed as he ran in covering 
1,600 meters, it would have taken Cruz Diablo 
0.549 seconds to cover the extra 9.347 meters to 
finish out the mile. 


Since the watch would have been stopped before 
it reached the three-fifths (or 0.6) mark, we can 
assume that Cruz Diablo’s time for the mile would 
have been caught at 1:34 %, the same as Equi- 
poise’s, or at 1:34%.

one a dominant for staying power, would 
result in one stayer, one sprinter, and two 
middle distance horses for each four foals 
(or in that proportion). This is Mendel’s 
Law, and not merely opinion. 

I think a fair example of the working 
of this law is the brothers Gallant Fox (a 
stayer) and Fighting Fox (a sprinter). 
*Sir Gallahad 3rd, the sire, is a horse 
known to get a percentage of stayers. The 
dam, Marguerite, by Celt, would be ex- 
pected to provide speed. I do not know 
what the capabilities of the other progeny 
of these animals were. 

As regards the opinion that Fighting 
Fox was a sprinter | am bearing in mind 
a statement attributed to Mr. Fitzsimmons 
that Fighting Fox could not go a distance 
because of a slightly crooked leg. I am 
also not urging the theory that both of the 
parents were pure dominants. 

All horsemen will agree that Omaha was 
a great stayer. He had difficulty in win- 
ning as a 2-year-old because he lacked 
early speed or just plain speed. I believe 
that he is a pronounced dominant for stay- 
ing power. Observation of his get bears 
out this opinion. Examination of their 
records confirms it. Of his first two crops, 
the following is the record down to Dec. 
31, 1946:

Six starters of the 1940 foals had a total 
of 24 starts. 

A knowledge of what to expect from 
any particular horse would be of great 
value to the owner or trainer. In this con- 
nection one well-bred son of Omaha was 
started over twenty times last year at six 
furlongs exclusively. 

The best of the Omahas to date is South 
Dakota. whose dam by *Royal Minstrel no 
doubt supplied the speed necessary for 
American racing. 


RECOMMENDATION 


The city council of Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y., has endorsed a resolution to lop 1 
per cent off the 5 per cent county tax im- 
posed on pari-mutuel betting at the Sara- 
toga race track. 

But if past performances mean any- 
thing, the county authorities will pay no 
attention to the resolution: in 1946, when 
the 5 per cent tax first was permissible 
under New York law, the city recom- 
mended that only 2 per cent be taken. 
Rural representatives on the council, out- 
numbering the city representatives, voted 
for 5 per cent. 

In 1946 the county received $1,062,460. 
In 1947 it was $976,245. These sums were 
sufficient to operate the local government 
without aid from other tax sources.
